Applicant's proposed amendment to the claims after the final rejection will not be entered for following reasons: 

The proposed amendment to independent claim 1 would limit the claimed antibody to anti-HLA-DR antibody. This amendment would create 
combinations of limitations that have not been searched and examined previously. For example, the amendment limiting the antibody to 
anti-HLA-DR antibody would raise new issues regarding the dependent claim 29 that is drawn to an antibody directed to an antigen of a 
pathological cell or of an organism that is pathogenic for human. It is not clear how HLA-DR, a well known human antigen, could be an 
antigen of an organism pathogenic for human. As such, the proposed amendment would raise new issues (e.g. under 35 U.S.C. 112, first 
paragraph) that would require further consideration and search. Further, they are not deemed to place the application in better form for 
appeal by materially reducing or simplifying the issues for appeal. 



Therefore, the proposed amendment, submitted on July 31, 2009, will not be entered.
